without uſing the ordinary Policy of ſet- 
ting ſome Friend on each Side ; being in- 
deed a Caſus Confeſſions.

might have been ſooner, if we had de- 
. pended leſs on it; ſo now, by having run 
that Riſque, we have diſcovered that, on 
the one hand, it's a vain _ to be 
thought abſolute, that depends upon 
Winds, unleſs God dire& them ; and, on 
the other, we need. not be too deſpondent 
under the Apprehenſions of futare foreign 
Invaſions, that require ſo many precarious 
Concomitants, Yet, in the mean time, 
the Rebels did grow to ſuch Numbers, not 
wanting Conduct and Courage, beyond 
what was imagined ; tho? the Cauſe of 
War was deteſted by all Men-of true

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Battle, or Judgment; which muſt have 
= all, not altogether ſtupid, on ſome - 
. Preparation for ſuch irretrievable Event. 
Every one, competently religious, mult, 
on fight of incumbent or impendent 
Wrath, have been ſet to exerciſe, Repen- 
tance of Sins, Faith in the Promiſes, Hope 
under Diſcouragements, Patience for Re- 
lief, Refgnation to Divine Conduct, and 
Magnanimity againſt intervenient Tryals 
inductive of Guilt, c. More particu- 
larly Flocks are deſtitute, by removing 
their Miniſters; that they may value more 
the Goſpel, hereafter. Some Paſtors have 
been more abuſed by the Rebels; per- 
haps, for Jeſs commending themſelves to 
the Conſciences of thoſe that are without. 
The Rich know, now, how precarious 
great. Eſtates are, under even the firſt 
Guſts of an Arbitrary Government; and 
the Poorer perceive, how they are made 
more miſerable, both by leaving their La- 
bours and Families, and being preſt to 
Murder and Rapine againſt their Fellows. 
_ Thoſe duped by the firſt fair Pretences, of 
Promotions or Protection, are both. diſap- 
pointed with a Witneſs. Yet the Ridi- 
culers of their Number, Conduct, and 
Courage, are confuted at their own Doors. 
For we are reſcued, at the leaſt, from 
greater Deſolations, before Regular Troops 
E 3 came 
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came up; only by God, thro? the Means 
of great Deaths, and anprojefted Diſco- 
veries, and accidental Diſconcerts. 

On this Occaſion, allow me to give 
you the View, which ſuch of us as con- 
fer together have, of the true State of this 
Country; with regard to ſome Mens be- 

ing ſe terrible to the Neighbourhood, from 
the Beginning; and, at laſt, the Rebel- 
lion's having made ſuch a bluſtring eAp- 
Pearance in the North; and to ſome 
Means, by which the very Semblance of 
Diſaffection may, henceforth, be eradi- 
cated there.

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But this is a common Miſtake, as to all 
Mobbs, which, tho' they be not one of a 
Hundred, make a Shew, that gives De- 
aomination to the Temper of the Place 
where they reign, among thoſe who know 
not the Numbers and Diſpoſition of the 
Counter- ſide.

I think it's ſufficient Evidence thereof, 

in the preſent general Proſpect, that the 
Rebels never pretended to above 14000 
Men out of Hundred - Tbouſands, after all 
their Gatherings from the four Quarters 
of Scotland, and after their Party had got 
over to the South, which gave Opportu- 
nity to any remaining Conjunct ions.

The Strength of Facobitiſm proceeds 
not from their real Numbers, but artful 
Conduct; by their Grand Secret of awing 
others on apprehenſion of irretrievable 
Miſchiefs. Forefaultures, on a ſuppoſed 
Change, are not the general Fear, here, 
eſpecially ſince the Succeſſion came to be 
ſo firmly rooted; but a more imminent 
Switch over our Heads, at our very 
Doors; not mere Vaſſalages and Juriſ- 
diftions, alleviated by legal Carbs, but a 
pack'd Violence: And I may ſay, it has, 
moſtly, - been ſo ever ſince the Revolution; 
which was occaſioned thus. Not only 
are the Papiſtical Clans under Heads in 
the Highlands, but likewiſe, in the Low- 
lands, there have been dormant eAſſdcia- 
tion, the Men whereof are conneQed to 
-artificial Chiefs, in ſeveral Diſtricts. Such 
Bodies, under private modelled Command, 
ſome explicitly, others under abſolute im- 
plicit Devotion, can, upon View of In-

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and rende2vouze, as in an Inflant; and 
then make it their firſt Atchievement to 
ſeize the Perſons, Writings, and valuable. 
Goods, of thoſe who, if not ſurprized, 
might by their Influence ſerve the Go- 
vernment ; unleſs, by way of Prevention, 
ſuch have kindly Friendſhips with' ſome 
Officers in this Nocturnal Army, contract- 
ed on the Foot of (at the leaſt) dowhtfuul _ 
Aﬀettions. This Stratagem is ſo eaſy, 
that it cannot miſs, ſince 20 Men armed, 
jointly, can ſurprize and overpower Hun- 
dreds, that are ſeparate in Dwellings, 
under #0 Concert or military Rule for Aſ- 
ſiſtance by ſpeedy Concurſe. Such Power, 
de facto, does, on the one hand, concuſs 
many to outward Compliances, not unlike 
the paying Black-mail, i. e. Tearly Rent 
to Thieves, or the Indians Worſhip of-the 
Devil; and, on the other hand, gives 
great eAſſurance, particularly in habitual ' 
Inſolence of Talking, to Grandees of theſe 
Cabals ; which ixſenſibly vitiates moſt of 
the unwary Touth, and diſeſtimates lawful 
Authority through the whole Country. 

It's the Wiſdom and Vigour of the Go- 
vernment only, that can cure this Epide- 
mick Diſeaſe, Speculations, ſuch as, that 
Judges can puniſh ſuch Miſdemeanours, 
and the Highlanders may be diſarmed, Ic.

ſtance. The ſecond, will take long Time 
to find out what is hid among Rocks in 
Mountains ; and, however, their Low- 
land Correſpondents'can furniſh, in ſeveral 
Ways, for abundant Miſchief.

Neither have 
the Sufferers, being ſo far off, the very 
dat ĩsfact ion of the Goyernment's knowing 
their Merit, much leſs a Law. Security 
for Reimburſement. The Reaſon why you 
may not have heard of ſuch Adventures, 
is, becauſe moſt who want Courage, 
Friends, or Power, to counterballance the 
Impreſſion, have prevented ſuch Fatali- 
ties, by diſſembling their true Sentiment.

But ſuch can- 
not eſcape Notice : Thus, his -Bigotry 
broke out, not only in refuſing to counte-

as to let a Church. man ſay Grace; but 
| likewiſe in abborring the Coronation-Oath, 
which obliges to defend Proteſtants, ſo far 
as to diſappoint all the Preparations pro- 
jetted for his Sham- Inaugurat ion. Fhis 
appear'd the more formidable, becauſe 
the general Expreſſions in his Scots-Clergy's 
Addreſs about Religion, were ſo fram'd, 
as no Papiſt would refuſe to ſubſcribe ; 
which gave a Scheme of the intended Co- 
alition of Churches. It muſt be own'd, 
that ſo far his Conduct was ingenuous, as 
to him; but then as to 26, how inconſiſt- 
ent muſt it be, to have a Prince, whoſe 
very Virtzes oblige him to ruin us? His 
Gratitude prompts him to betray our Na- 
tion, and his Prety binds him to extirpate 
our Religion. His Civil Government was 
no more promiſing than the Eccleſia _ :
